Revision Of Sintutes To Be 
Undertaken In Near 
Future 



Deflnlte'-actlon was taken, by the 
Board of Governors of McGlll Uni- 
versity last Monday towards the ap- 
pointment of a principal to succeed 
the late Sir Arthur Ciu-rle. A com- 
mittee, composed of a number of the 
governors, was entrusted with the re- 
sponsibility of recommending a . suc- 
cessor to the prlnclpalshlp of the Uni- 
versity. Upon receipt of such a recom- 
mendation,' the Boeid of Oovemois 
WlU officially appoint the néw i»lnoipal^ 
.and vice-chancellori It was ItHlirated 
that a decision is not likely to be ar- 
rived at In the Immediate future, 

A movement to revise the statutes in 
order to bring them up to dote was also 
undertaken in the formation of another 
committee. Such a revision, which has 
been contemplated for some'tlme past, 
will be submitted, when complete, to 
the Board of Oovemon for ntificatlon.
